TEN DAYS, STOPS TOTALING 2-3 DAYS IN SAMPLE ITINERARIES 
1&3, AND STOPS TOTALING 1-2 DAYS IN SAMPLE ITINERARIES 
2&4 SHOULD BE ELIMINATED. 

4. AIRCRAFT UTILIZED FOR THE PROPOSED VISIT WOULD DEPEND 
ON TOTAL NUMBER IN PARTY. A C-140 JET STAR COULD BE USED 
IF THE PARTY DOES NOT EXCEED SEVEN TOTAL INCLUDING USAF 
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ESCORT OFFICER. AC-131 WOULD BE REQUIRED TO ACCOMMODATE 
A PARTY WHICH EXCEEDED SEVEN. AN ATTEMPT HAS BEEN MADE 
IN PATTERNING THE ITINERARIES TO AVOID FLIGHTS OF LONGER 
THAN 2-3 HOURS DURATION WHERE POSSIBLE.

THIS INFORMATION IS FURNISHED. WE NEED PLACE AND DATE OF 
ARRIVAL, IN ORDER THAT PICKUP CAN BE ARRANGED; AND 
NUMBERS AND NAMES OF INDIVIDUALS, US OR SAUDI, WHO WILL
